To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
WORSBROUGH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,,  Mrs.  Malli#son,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  tenth  and  final 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your 
district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965. 

The  population  of  the  district  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  rose  by  approximately  4%  during  the  year 
to  a  figure  of  16,180.  The  birth  rate  was  considerably  up  and 
is  now  equal  to  that  of  England  and  Wales.  One  extra  infant 
death  occurred  during  the  year  but  even  so  the  rate  was  still 
equal  to  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.  Geuerally,  the 
vital  statistics  were  favourable  during  the  year. 

In  the  field  of  immunisation  the  statistics  show  some 
slight  improvement,  but  there  is  still  room  for  further  progress. 
The  opportunity  was  taken  to  improve  the  vaccination  state 
against  Tuberculosis  and  at  the  same  time  to  reduce  the  age 
at  which  this  procedure  is  offered  to  children.  During  the 
year  576  children  were  vaccinated  at  the  White  Cross  School, 
and  in  future  the  eleven-years  old  age-group  will  be  vaccinated 
on  entry  to  Secondary  School. 

I  think  that  the  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on 
virtually  completing  their  slum  clearance  programme  on 
schedule. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  in  particular  the 
Chairman  for  his  continued  help  and  support  over  the  past 
ten  years.  I  would  also  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Dove  and 
Mr.  Ames  for  their  very  willing  help  and  co-operation.

The  coal  industry  is  the  largest  employer  of  male  labour 
in  the  district.  In  addition,  a  chemical  works  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  gas,  hard  coke  and  chemical  by-products  operates 
in  the  district.  The  textile  industry  is  the  chief  source  of 
female  labour  in  the  district,  worsted  weaving  and  burling  and 
mending  are  carried  out  at  two  small  factories.  The  principal 
employers  of  female  labour,  N.  Corah  (St.  Margaret)  Ltd.  are 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  knitwear.  Since  occupation  the 
factory  area  has  been  quadrupled.  Further  extensions  to  double 
the  existing  labour  force  are  now  proposed  and  will  be  further 
beneficial  to  the  district.  Factories  engaged  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  polythene  bags  and  the  wrapping  of  towels  provide 
a  small  contribution  to  the  industrial  life  of  the  district. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  at  mid 
1965  was  16,180,  as  compared  with  15,540  at  mid  1964.  The 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  or  the  natural  increase  of  popula¬ 
tion  was  109,  compared  with  95  in  the  previous  year.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  43  more  than 
in  1964.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  a  compara¬ 
bility  factor  for  the  year,  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women 
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in  the  district  of  child-bearing  age  with  the  proportion  in  a 
standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  which  is  comparable 
with  similar  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with 
the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  whole.  The  adjusted  birth 
rate  for  your  district  last  year  was  18.0  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  16.2  in  1964  and  18.0  per  1,000 
estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  represented  7.0%  as  compared  with 
8.5'%  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

5  stillbirths  occurred  in  Worsbrough  during  the  year, 
compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year.  This  represents  a  still¬ 
birth  rate  of  15.7  per  1,000  total  births  as  compared  with  25.2 
in  1964  and  with  15.7  per  1,000  total  births  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  causes  of  stillbirths,  all  of  which  occurred  in 
hospital,  are  listed  below  : 

i.  Asphyxia. 

ii.  Haemolytic  Disease. 

iii.  Spina  Bifida. 

iv.  Macerated  Foetus  -  cause  unknown. 

v.  Macerated  Foetus  -  cause  unknown. 

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  13.8  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  as  compared  with  15.4  last  year.  There 
were  205  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  29 
more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
in  order  of  numerical  importance  were  :  heart  and  circulatory 
disease,  respiratory  disease  and  cancer. 

Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes  and 
ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section 
on  vital  statistics. 

Infant  Mortality  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality 

There  were  six  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  5  in  the  previous  year.  5  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the 
neo-natal  period  and  2  of  them  resulted  from  illegitimate  births. 
The  total  infant  mortality  rate  for  1965  was  19.1  per  1,000, 
compared  with  18.5  per  1,000  for  the  previous  year  and  with 
19.0  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  an 
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illegitimate  infant  death  rate  of  91.0  per  1,000  illegitimate 
births  and  the  legitimate  infant  death  rate  was  13.7  per  1,000 
legitimate  births. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  your  district  takes 
into  account  the  stillbirth  figures  and  those  deaths  occurring 
in  the  first  week  of  life,  and  in  1965  this  figure  was  28.2 
compared  with  39.6  in  the  previous  year  and  with  27.3  for  the 
administrative  County.

IN  THE  AREA 


Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of 
the  Council,  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work, 
being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding 
districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Inspector  are  employed  by  the  - 
Council. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  admini¬ 
stered  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  given 
below  : — 

1.  The  United  Group  Hospitals,  Sheffield. 

2.  The  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

3.  The  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

4.  Geriatric  Hospital,  Mount  Vernon  Hospital, 
Barnsley. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were 
admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The  ambulance 
arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  with  the 
hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulance  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following 
hospitals  : 

1.  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

2.  Hallamshire  Maternity  Home,  Chapeltown. 

3.  Pindar  Oaks  Maternity  Home,  Barnsley. 

The  services  of  the  Jessop  Hospital,  Sheffield,  were  also 
available  for  abnormal  obstetric  cases. 
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Tuberculosis 

Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Sanatorium  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  the  Chest  Physician  who  holds  out-patients’  sessions  at 
the  Chest  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Barnsley. 

Details  of  sessions  are  as  follows  : 

Tuesday,  10.0  a.m.  to  12  noon  (children). 

Wednesday,  10.0  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

Wednesday,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m. 

Thursday,  10.0  a.m.  to  12  noon  (children). 

Friday,  10.0  a.m.  to  12  noon. 


Venereal  Diseases 

The  nearest  centre  for  Worsbrough  patients  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley. 

Address  :  Special  Treatment  Centre, 

Queens  Road,  Barnsley. 

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster,  and 
Rotherham,  and  a  patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is  at 
liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment  is 
completely  confidential. 


Clinic  Facilities 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  New  Clinic, 
Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Thursday  mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  Birdwell  on 
Wednesday  afternoons  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  at  Blacker 

Hill. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  new  Clinic  in 
Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,,  and  patients  requiring  ante¬ 
natal  care  at  Birdwell  can  be  seen  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon. 
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Laboratory  Service 

The  Laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service  under  the 
control  of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is 
equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and  pathological 
examinations,  and  a  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at 
the  expense  of  the  County  Council.

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease  was  72, 
compared  with  47  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  2  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough,  compared  with  15  in  the  previous  year. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continued  and  for  the 
first  time  the  percentage  of  pre-school  children  at  81.8% 
exceeded  the  percentage  of  schoolchildren  at  79.0%  immunised. 
Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  to  show  trends  which 
have  become  apparent  in  previous  years,,  in  that  fewer  children 
were  immunised  with  primary  doses  and  more  children  received 
booster  doses.  315  children  received  primary  immunisation 
during  the  year  and  260  received  booster  doses.  This  compares 
with  594  and  54  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  This  trend 
is  because  more  children  attaining  school  age  have  previously 
been  immunised  against  Tetanus  in  infancy. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  reported  during  the  year. 
During  1965  341  children  received  a  primary  course  of  protec¬ 
tion,  bringing  the  total  for  Worsbrough  since  the  scheme 
started  to  6,409,  and  of  these  1,593  children  of  primary  school 
age  have  been  given  a  reinforcing  fourth  dose. 
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Tuberculosis 

Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year  and  2  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  also  notified.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  no 
deaths  from  the  disease  were  reported  during  the  year.

for  the  year  1965 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  approbation  my  twenty  second 
annual  report  on  the  health  of  Worsbrough  insofar  as  my 
Department  is  concerned. 

The  year  has  been  marked  for  me  by  several  bouts  of 
illhealth  and  here  I  must  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Ames  for  taking 
charge  of  affairs  during  the  times  I  was  absent. 

The  work  has  been  routine  in  character  and  I  am  not 
able  to  report  that  the  Council  have  undertaken  any  special 
work  since  we  completed  our  unfit  house  programme  well 
ahead  of  schedule  in  1963. 

We  shall  have  to  face  up  to  domestic  smoke  control 
eventually,  but  I  can  understand  the  Council’s  reticence  to  go 
ahead  when  fuels  and  appliances  themselves  seem  to  be 
changing  all  the  time,  but  I  do  refer  to  this  more  particularly 
in  my  Report. 

I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
which  my  Chairman,  Mr.  Atkinson,  continues  to  take  in  the 
Department,  and  also  to  Dr.  Barnes  for  the  excellent  co-opera¬ 
tion  which  has  always  existed  between  us.

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Water  Supply 

The  town’s  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Barnsley 
Corporation  under  the  terms  of  the  Barnsley  Water  Order

Street  sweeping,  gully  emptying  and  maintenance  of 
public  conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor. 

House  refuse  collection  comes  under  my  department 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  apart  from  a  few  occasions  during 
the  year,  we  have  maintained  the  same  weekly  emptying  of 
dustbins  that  we  have  done  for  over  twenty  years  now.  It 
would  be  foolish  to  pretend  that  we  are  perfect  but  I  am  sure 
that  the  people  of  Worsbrough  are  receiving  a  service  at  least 
as  good  as  householders  do  anywhere  else. 

The  occasions  when  we  have  not  been  able  to  give  our 
weekly  service  have  usually  been  in  the  heavy  weather  and 
this  occurred  three  times  during  the  year,  once  in  January  and 
twice  at  the  back  end  when  we  were  impeded  each  time  by 
falls  of  snow.  I  think  people  sometimes  do  not  realise  that 
however  clear  the  roadways  may  be  of  snow,  unless  the  house 
pathways  are  also  clear  we  just  cannot  wheel  the  dustbins 
out.  This  in  turn  means  that  it  needs  two  men  to  carry  out  the 
bin  under  perhaps  dangerous  conditions  instead  of  the  normal 
one  “wheeler-out”.  Where  there  is  considered  to  be  any  risk 
of  physical  injury  because  of  bad  conditions  underfoot,  steps 
to  negotiate,  or  steep  inclines  to  walk,  the  men  have  my 
authority  to  leave  the  dustbin  unemptied. 

If  people  want  to  be  sure  of  their  bins  being  emptied  in 
winter  they  must  also  be  sure  we  can  bring  them  out  to  the 
footpath  under  safe  and  fairly  reasonable  conditions. 

We  did  have,  in  addition,  a  little  difference  at  Easter 
and  Whitsuntide  with  the  men  over  the  overtime  allowed 
after  holidays  and  also  because  of  some  reorganisation  follow¬ 
ing  the  introduction  of  mechanisation  on  the  tip.  The  foreman 
resigned  over  this  matter  but  I  am  pleased  to  say  things  were 
soon  back  on  an  even  keel. 

The  nature  of  refuse  is  altering  year  by  year  and  from 
our  point  of  view  altering  for  the  worse,  A  few  years  ago 
a  dustbinful  of  ashes  was  a  dustbinful  of  ashes,  but  today 
with  more  efficient  firegrates  replacing  the  old  kitchen  ranges, 
and  food  and  parcels  becoming  more  and  more  wrapped  we 
now  have  a  dustbinful  of  paper  but  that  I  suppose  is  an 
indication  of  the  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  and  is  really  all

for  the  best.  It  does  mean  though  that  we  have  to  buy 
bigger  collection  vehicles  which  are  provided  with  mechanical 
means  of  compressing  the  light  and  bulky  refuse. 

Two  vehicles  only  are  engaged,  both  Shelvoke  & 
Drewry  fore  and  aft  tippers  manned  by  two  drivers  and  nine 
ashbinmen.  In  addition  we  have  a  working  foreman  and  a 
tipman. 

The  number  of  dustbins  emptied  weekly  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  5,459  and  I  am  sure  that  if  we  did  not  have  a 
bin  bonus  scheme  we  should  not  maintain  the  weekly  collection 
that  we  do. 


House  Refuse  Disposal 

As  in  previous  years,  we  use  two  tipping  sites  for  the 
disposal  of  house  refuse. 

The  least  used  of  these  is  the  old  quarry  at  Dovecliffe 
where  we  tip  the  refuse  from  Blacker  Hill  one  morning  per 
week. 


Our  main  tip  is  at  Haverlands  Lane,  Worsbrough 
Bridge,  which  is  very  central  and  I  should  say  that  our  longest 
haul  is  no  more  than  two  miles.  This  site  belongs  to  a  local 
farmer  and  was  formerly  flooded  in  time  of  winter  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  we  have  made  quite  good  land  of  this.  There 
is  no  doubt,  either,  that  we  have  had  a  good  bargain  too 
because  I  cannot  think  of  anywhere  else  where  we  could  have 
put  the  amount  of  refuse  that  we  have  done  now  for  the  last 
eighteen  years. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  end  of  the  life  of  the  tip  is  in 
sight,  but  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  rent 
land  which  will  allow  us  to  carry  straight  on  with  our  tipping. 
Town  Planning  permission  has  now  been  received  and  so  we 
are  all  fixed  up  for  several  years  ahead  which  is  a  very  great 
relief,  to  me  at  any  rate. 

We  also  brought  into  operation  the  second  hand 
Bristol  P.D.44  tractor  we  bought  at  the  end  of  last  year.  This 
saved  us  the  wages  of  one  man  on  the  tip,  but  more  important 
is  the  fact  that  the  tip  is  compressed  and  levelled  mechanically 
and  men  do  not  have  to  stand  up  to  their  knees  in  refuse  raking 
it  level. 
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All  local  authorities  today  are  faced  with  the  ever¬ 
growing  problem  of  the  changing  nature  of  household  refuse, 
and  as  I  have  said  earlier,  we  have  more  paper  than  ashes  to 
deal  with  now.  This  presents  two  very  obvious  difficulties, 
one  is  trying  to  make  a  decent  solid  tip,  and  the  other  is  the 
constant  danger  of  tip  fires.  Perhaps  the  solution  to  this 
problem  lies  in  several  authorities  sharing  the  cost  of  an 
incinerator  for  it  is  certain  that  tipping  cannot  go  on  indefi¬ 
nitely  in  the  way  as  it  is  doing. 

We  had  four  tip  fires  during  the  year,  which  fortunately 
were  all  brought  under  control  in  good  time. 


Caravans 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  which  are  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Develop¬ 
ment  Order  1960. 

Several  caravans  pulled  on  to  a  piece  of  land  on 
Haverlands  Lane  belonging  to  Messrs.  Northern  Ideal  Homes 
Ltd.  We  contacted  the  owners  and  within  48  hours  the  vans 
had  disappeared. 


Clean  Air 

The  Council  have  not  decided  to  go  along  with  the 
formation  of  smoke  control  areas  as  yet.  They  feel  that  as 
the  major  smokeless  solid  fuel  in  this  area  is  certain  to  be  hard 
coke,  especially  in  the  case  of  miners  who  would  receive  it  in 
lieu  of  home  coal,  they  should  defer  action  until  they  are  sure 
that  there  is,  or  there  is  not,  a  fuel  capable  of  burning  on  an 
ordinary  open  fire. 

We  do  have  a  private  coking  firm  in  the  district  which 
produces  two  reactive  solid  smokeless  fuels  which  they 
market  under  the  names  of  “Burnbrite”  and  “Bluebright”. 
Both  these  products  burn  in  approved  appliances  and  therefore 
meet  the  needs  of  a  smoke  control  area. 

Application  for  prior  approval  was  received  from  N. 
Corah  (St.  Margaret)  Ltd.  for  the  installation  of  an  industrial 
incinerator  at  their  factory.  This  had  become  necessary 
because  of  the  increasing  amount  of  waste  paper  they  are 
producing.  The  incinerator  is  capable  of  burning  1  cwt.  of 
paper  an  hour  and  includes  a  water  trough  to  prevent  charred 
paper  escaping  up  the  chimney. 
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This  installation  was  approved,  but  we  could  not  agree 
to  the  proposed  chimney  height  which  was  only  17'  6"  above 
ground  level.  The  difficulty  is  that  all  the  methods  of  deciding 
chimney  heights  depend  on  the  S02  content  of  the  fuel,  which 
formula  scarcely  fits  in  with  the  burning  of  paper  and  card¬ 
board.  After  full  consideration  the  Council  asked  the  firm 
to  increase  the  height  of  the  chimney  to  ten  feet  above  roof 
level,  which  was  13  ft.  higher  than  the  original  proposal  and 
1  am  pleased  to  say  that  they  agreed  to  this. 

In  October  we  received  drawings  proposing  the  erection 
of  a  new  85  ft.  high  metal  chimney,  also  at  Corah’s,  to  replace 
the  existing  54  ft.  high  brick  chimney.  I  think  this  was  to 
avoid  any  possible  detriment  to  the  delicately  coloured 
materials  they  use,  but  it  will  also  be  bound  to  be  of  benefit  to 
the  community  at  large  as  well.  This  does  not  mean  that  the 
present  chimney  has  caused  any  nuisance,  it  hasn’t,  but  the 
higher  we  can  disperse  the  products  of  combustion  the  better. 

An  application  for  prior  approval  was  received  in 
respect  of  the  oil  fired  central  heating  boiler  at  the  new 
licensed  premises  and  restaurant,  the  “Cutting  Edge’’.  This 
was  given. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  I  was  once  more  elected  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air 
Advisory  Council. 

We  continued  to  take  daily  readings  on  behalf  of  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory,  being  one  of  the  towns  selected 
to  form  Part  1  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

In  October  also,  we  received  a  complaint  that  the 
Barnsley  District  Coking  Co.  were  emitting  grit  from  their 
boiler  chimney.  This  was  true,  and  it  was  found  that  the  grit 
settling  tanks  were  in  need  of  cleansing.  This  was  done 
immediately  and  no  further  cause  for  complaint  was  given. 

During  the  year  the  same  firm  also  completed  the 
installation  of  baffle  plates  in  the  quenching  tower  and  this  was 
also  a  welcome  improvement  for  which  we  have  to  thank  the 
District  Alkali  Inspector. 

A  complaint  was  made  of  a  nuisance  being  caused  by 
the  burning  of  electric  cable  on  land  at  Swaithe.  The  owner 
of  the  land  was  spoken  to  and  no  further  complaint  arose. 
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Colliery  Spoilbank 

There  is  only  one  colliery  spoilbank  in  our  area,  and 
that  has  been  kept  under  excellent  control  again  and  not  given 
rise  to  any  complaint. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

At  the  year  end  there  were  66  premises  registered  under 
the  Act,  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  last  year  but  they  are 
not  the  same  premises.  7  premises  were  removed  from  the 
register  and  7  new  ones  added. 

The  new  registrations  were  as  the  result  of  normal 
inspections  and  not  by  new  applications  for  registration, 
shewing  that  the  initial  benefit  of  the  publicity  campaign  has 
now  been  lost.  It  also  shews  that  the  Act  can  become  valueless 
if  the  Public  Health  Inspector  does  not  keep  it  alive. 

It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  we  have  more  premises 
not  covered  by  the  Act  (84  to  be  exact)  because  only  members 
of  the  family  are  employed,  or  the  person  employed  works  less 
than  21  hours  per  week,  than  there  are  covered  by  it.  This 
implies  that  self  employed  persons  and  their  immediate  families 
can  work  under  dangerous  or  unhealthy  conditions  to  their 
heart’s  content. 

93  informal  notices  were  served  on  occupiers  of 
premises  in  connection  with  various  contraventions  under  the 
Act. 

Three  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year.

Eradication  of  Bedbugs 

Thirteen  houses  were  sprayed  for  bedbugs  during  the 
year,  the  insecticide  used  being  pybuthrin/DDT.

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Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

This  is  a  new  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  April,  1965,  and  requires  local  authorities  to  keep  a  register 
of  all  persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  areas  as  scrap  metal 
dealers. 
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Registration  will  be  for  a  period  of  three  years  and  must 
then  be  renewed.  A  local  authority  has  no  right  to  refuse 
registration. 

The  Act  is  the  result  of  the  Report  of  a  Working  Party 
set  up  to  consider  the  sale  of  scrap  metals  and  the  control  of 
dealers  in  old  metals  and  its  main  purpose  is  to  bring  them 
under  the  purview  of  the  police,  and  not  for  any  public  health 
consideration. 

Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  deal  with  records  to 
be  kept  by  scrap  dealers  and  offences  relating  to  scrap  metal 
and  these  are  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  Police  our  only 
duty  is  to  keep  a  register,  and  as  I  have  already  said  we  have 
no  discretion  ito  refuse  registration. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  registered 

was  4. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  retailed  by  two 
large  dairy  concerns. 

We  do  have  four  local  producers  of  “untreated”  milk. 
One  of  these  has  a  large  self-contained  herd  and  sells  his 
bottled  milk  direct  to  the  dairy  ;  the  other  three  retailed  their 
milk  in  cartons  until  one  of  these  decided  in  June  to  send  his 
direct  to  the  dairy,  leaving  us  with  two  producer-retailers 
selling  cartoned  milk  at  the  year  end. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  milk  supply  is  carried  out  and 
the  samples  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Wakefield  for  examination. 

Nine  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  taken  from 
retailers  in  the  district  and  submitted  for  statutory  examination 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Six  of  these  were  pasteurised 
and  three  sterilised. 

We  are  particularly  interested  in  the  “untreated” 
tuberculin  tested  milks  (raw  milks)  produced  and  sold  in  our 
own  area.  Whereas  heat  treated  milks  are  also  sold  and  tested 
in  surrounding  areas  we  are  the  main  guardians  of  these  local 
milks,  and  21  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
for  biological  examination. 
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None  of  them  contained  tubercle  bacillus,  but  one  was 
found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  abortus.  The  number  of 
cows  involved  was  very  small  and  the  farmer  decided  to  stop 
retailing  and  now  sends  all  his  milk  for  pasteurisation.  This 
is  the  case  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  section. 

One  of  our  local  producer-retailers  requested  us  to  take 
samples  from  two  newly  calved  cows  and  one  new  admission 
to  his  herd  which  we  were  only  too  pleased  to  do. 

This  is  the  kind  of  co-operation  we  welcome. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  forty  seven  premises  in  the  area  registered 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
These  are  all  retail  shops  and  only  pre-wrapped  products  are 
sold. 


Regular  sampling  is  carried  out,  but  the  number  of 
manufacturers  these  days  is  only  small  and  the  main  ones  are 
national  firms,  which  means  that  their  products  are  being 
sampled  frequently  throughout  the  country. 


Twenty  eight  samples  were  taken  from  five  manufac¬ 
turers  and  the  results  were  as  shewn  below,  placed  in  the 
provisional  grades  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

It  will  be  seen  that  all  of  them  were  in  Provisional 
Grade  l,a  fact  which  needs  no  comment  from  me. 


Meat 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  the  Council 
having  closed  them  down  by  resolution  under  Section  4  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1954. 
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Facilities  are  available  at  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  and 
most  of  our  meat  supply  is  killed  there. 


Food  Hygiene 

Regular  visiting  of  all  our  food  shops  has  been  carried 
out  again  during  the  year  and  there  has  been  no  need  to  take 
any  drastic  steps  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Regulations. 

I  consider  that  the  standard  throughout  the  district  is 
pretty  good  and  it  is  hard  to  realise  the  tremendous  improve¬ 
ments  that  have  been  made  in  food  premises  over  the  past 
comparatively  few  years.  Many  of  these  strides  have  been 
made  by  the  food  trades  themselves  because  of  the  keen 
competition  for  the  housewives’  trade,  but  the  public  them¬ 
selves,  together  with  food  legislation,  have  also  demanded 
improvements. 

The  school  canteens  are  all  visited  weekly  and  I 
cannot  imagine  that  there  are  any  better  conducted  canteens 
in  the  West  Riding  than  there  are  here.  The  standard  is  really 
good. 


Messrs.  N.  Corah  (St.  Margaret)  Ltd.  whose  knitwear 
factory  seems  to  be  growing  larger  all  the  time,  built  and 
opened  a  staff  canteen  during  the  year. 

We  met  the  Company’s  Group  Catering  Manager  and 
agreed  the  type  and  positioning  of  the  various  kitchen  equip¬ 
ment  before  it  was  installed  and  this  does  save  a  lot  of  snags 
and  even  argument  at  a  later  date.  So  like  many  canteens,  of 
course,  it  isn’t  used  by  all  the  girls  and  each  lunch  time  many 
of  them  can  be  seen  walking  up  the  street  for  fried  chips  or 
sweets.  My  main  concern  over  this  is  the  amount  of  litter 
they  throw  about  but  I  think  the  Council  must  bear  part  of  the 
blame  for  not  providing  more  litter  bins. 


Sweets 

A  report  was  made  that  a  man,  his  wife  and  child  had 
been  violently  sick  and  that  they  themselves  thought  it  was 
due  to  eating  some  sweets  that  they  had  bought  in  a  store  in 
Barnsley. 

The  details  he  gave  seemed  to  rule  out  any  pathogenic 
organisms,  but  we  must  always  be  certain. 
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Dr.  Barnes  and  I  discussed  the  matter  and  it  was 
decided  to  send  some  of  the  sweets  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  and  some  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  could  not  find  any  cause 
of  the  trouble,  but  there  was  rather  an  ironic  ending  to  the 
story.  We  had  not  sufficient  sweets  to  submit  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  him  to  analyse  for  the  various  possible  contami¬ 
nants,  and  so  I  asked  my  colleagues  in  Barnsley  to  supply  him 
with  more.  They  took  formal  samples  under  the  Food  & 
Drugs  Act,  and  though  no  contamination  was  found  the  sweets, 
which  were  buttermints,  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  butter 
fat  and  the  firm  was  prosecuted  and  fined. 

Bread 

A  complaint  was  received  in  April  from  a  resident  that 
a  wrapped  sliced  white  loaf  was  “contaminated”  with  a  brown 
stain. 


It  was  eventually  found  to  be  caused  by  traces  of  brown 
dough,  which  occasionally  happens  when  a  white  mix  follows 
a  brown  one  at  the  factory. 

The  Council  were  satisfied  that  there  were  no  grounds 
or  necessity  for  a  prosecution. 

Condemned  Food 

The  following  food  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  : — 

13  lb.  9  oz.  tin  Polish  boiled  ham. 

6  lb.  tin  corned  beef. 


HOUSING 

New  Houses 

The  Council  built  35  houses  during  the  year.  (25  by 
direct  labour,  and  10  by  contract). 

The  following  table  shews  the  numbers  completed  by 
direct  labour  in  the  preceding  five  years  : —

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In  addition  73  private  houses  were  completed  (70  by 
various  speculative  builders  and  3  by  private  persons). 

There  was  also  a  new  hotel  built  with  living  accommo¬ 
dation.  Incidentally,  this  latter  has  first  class  eating  facilities 
where  lunches  and  dinners  are  served  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  supplies  a  long-needed  want  to  residents  of  the  district 
and  its  neighbourhood  as  well  as  to  travellers  along  the  A. 61 
on  which  it  is  situated. 


Council  House  Lettings 

With  the  exception  of  bungalows  and  bedsitters,  houses 
are  let  according  to  the  date  of  application  and  a  list  is  kept 
posted  in  the  Council  Offices  where  applicants  can  see  for 
themselves  at  any  time  just  where  they  stand  on  that  list. 

Each  year  in  October  every  lodger  family  applicant  is 
written  and  asked  if  he  still  wishes  to  remain  on  the  list.  This 
ensures  that  the  list  is  a  viable  one  and  sorts  out  those  appli¬ 
cants  who  have  found  other  accommodation  etc.  but  have 
failed  to  inform  the  Housing  Manager. 

The  number  of  applicants  has  again  risen  very  slightly 
and  was  in  fact  167.

Unfit  Houses 

Slum  Clearance 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  Report  our  unfit  houses  problem 
is  over,  and  we  are  only  concerned  with  houses  whose  owners 
allow  their  property  to  deteriorate  into  the  unfit  category. 

We  do  have  four  back-to-back  houses  in  the  district, 
in  Chapel  Street,  Birdwell.  I  met  the  owners  of  these  and 
they  were  willing  to  convert  them  into  two  ‘through’  houses 
and  bring  them  up  to  a  modern  standard  with  the  aid  of  an 
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improvement  grant.  Unfortunately,  when  we  went  further 
into  the  matter  we  found  that  the  property  was  certain  to  be 
involved  in  the  widening  of  Sheffield  Road.  When  this  will 
take  place,  no  one  is  really  sure,  but  the  Divisional  Road 
Engineer  said  that  he  could  not  guarantee  more  than  a  ten 
year’s  life  and  so  the  scheme  was  dropped.  The  owners  gave  an 
assurance  in  writing  that  they  would  not  re-let  any  of  the 
houses  as  and  when  they  became  vacant. 

Another  problem  which  had  been  worrying  me  for 
years  was  a  terraced  house  in  Grove  Street,  Worsbrough  Dale. 
This  was  one  of  several  properties  which  had  been  bequeathed 
to  a  daughter  by  her  parents  and  she  found  it  very  difficult  to 
keep  them  in  a  decent  state  of  repair. 

The  Council  considered  her  case  sympathetically  and 
agreed  to  purchase  it  at  a  figure  which  I  arranged  with  her  and 
we  took  over  the  house.  It  is  our  intention  to  improve  this 
house  and  make  it  into  a  good  “family”  dwelling. 


Well  Maintained  Payment 

The  owner  of  Nos.  74,  76,  78  and  80  Sheffield  Road, 
Birdwell,  condemned  last  year,  made  an  application  for  well- 
maintenance  of  her  property. 

I  felt  justified  in  recommending  such  a  payment  and 
she  was  paid  twice  the  rateable  value,  viz.  £36  each,  as 
provided  for  by  the  Housing  Act  1957,  as  she  could  not  produce 
accounts  in  excess  of  that  amount. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  the  year. 

Improvement  Grants 

Fifty-two  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
received  which  is  a  slightly  larger  figure  than  we  have  had  for

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A  table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each 
of  the  County  districts  in  the  Division.  This  may  be  of  interest 
to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each  stand  in  relation  to 
each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in 
the  Division  at  mid  1965  was  79,070,  compared  with  77,960  in 
the  previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population  showing 
the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  652  in  1964,  compared 
with  558  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division 
in  1965  was  1,482,  compared  with  1,400  in  1964.  This  is 
equivalent  to  a  crude  birth  rate  of  18.7  per  1,000,  compared 
with  18.0  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
illegitimate  births  was  81  in  1965.  This  represents  5.4%  of 
the  total  births,  compared  with  5.3%  in  1964,  and  4.4%  in  1963. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  24  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with 
35  during  1964.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of  15.9  compared 
with  24.4  in  1964  and  with  15.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition 
and  subtraction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  830, 
which  was  12  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a 
crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10.5  as  compared  with 
10.8  in  1964.  You  will  see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than 
any  figure  for  individual  districts.  This  is  because  each 
district  shows  an  adjusted  rate  whereas,  unfortunately,  no 
adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the  Division. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  death  from  this  cause  during  the  year, 
which  occurred  in  Dodworth.  The  maternal  mortality  rate 
for  the  Division  was  0.66,  compared  with  0.16  for  the  admini¬ 
strative  County  and  with  0.25  for  England  and  Wales.  While 
it  is  obvious  that  the  divisional  figure  is  some  two  to  three  times 
the  national  average,  this  only  represents  one  death  and  there 
have  been  many  years  when  no  death  at  all  occurred  in  the 
Division.

VITAL  STATISTICS 
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Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 

There  were  31  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year, 
of  which  19  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares 
with  30  and  24  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  These 
figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of 
20.7,  compared  with  21.4  for  the  previous  year  with  19.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

I  would  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of 
the  19  infant  deaths  occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  two 
of  them  were  so  premature  as  to  be  below  the  age  of  viability. 
This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not  even 
have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages 
and  as  such  would  never  have  entered  the  official  statistics 
at  all.  The  number  of  deaths  in  this  category  remains  remark¬ 
ably  constant  from  year  to  year,  but  in  numbers  as  small  as 
these  they  do  represent  some  10%  of  the  infant  deaths  and  as 
such  must  affect  the  figures  considerably. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  28.6, 
compared  with  27.3  for  the  administrative  County.  For  the 
first  time  the  Registrar  General  has  provided  a  peri-natal  rate 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  this  year  represents  26.9,  I 
think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  divisional  figure  is  roughly 
equivalent  to  both  the  County  and  national  averages.

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Smallpox  Vaccination 

You  will  see  from  the  table  that  some  469  were  vacci¬ 
nated  against  Smallpox  during  the  year,  which  represents  an 
increase  of  72  compared  with  1964.  You  will  recall  that  in 
1961,  554  children  were  vaccinated  and  in  1962  this  rose  to  a 
bumper  figure  of  1,516  due  to  the  proximity  of  Smallpox  at 
Bradford.  In  1963  the  number  vaccinated  fell  to  218  and  since 
then  steady  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  figure  which 
appertained  previously.

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  during  the  year 
but  contrary  to  the  usual  trend  this  did  not  have  a  marked 
effect  on  the  vaccination  statistics.  The  disease  occurred  in 
a  child  at  a  time  when  the  rest  of  the  school  had  just  been 
vaccinated  against  the  disease  so  that  the  Health  Department 
were  in  a  happy  position  of  having  to  take  very  little  action. 
During  the  year  1,783  children  were  vaccinated  with  three 
doses,  slightly  more  than  were  vaccinated  during  1964.  This 
makes  a  grand  total  of  33,979  persons  vaccinated  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme,  and  of  these  9,006  have  received  a 
fourth  dose. 


School  Health  Service 

The  number  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical 
inspection  fell  during  the  year  to  a  total  of  3,105.  A  table 
showing  the  work  carried  out  in  this  connection  is  shown 
overleaf.  There  was  some  slight  decline  in  the  number  of 
children  attending  Specialist  Clinics,  but  this  was  hardly 
Significant.

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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives 
was  543,  compared  with  558  in  the  previous  year.  There  were 
939  institutional  confinements,  compared  with  833  in  1964.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  was  again  a  fall  in  the  number  of  women 
attending  West  Riding  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  the  number  of 
attendances  also  showed  some  slight  decline.  The  trend 
towards  general  practitioners  running  their  own  ante-natal 
clinics,  either  in  their  own  premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics 
continued  and  this  accounts  for  the  decline  in  the  official  West 
Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  are  not  reflected  in 
our  statistics.

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  Health 
Visitors  and  allied  staff  was  20,484.  This  shows  a  decline  of 
some  4,000  visits  during  the  year  and  I  am  sorry  to  report  that 
the  number  of  visits  to  children  under  the  age  of  5  years 
showed  a  substantial  decline.

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1 ,425  babies  were  tested  for  the 
presence  of  Phenylketonuria,  all  of  whom  proved  negative. 
This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at  preventing 
mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a  baby  who  has  a  positive 
reaction.  Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born 
in  the  Division  to  discover  cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of 
the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the  treatment  is 
of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved. 
As  a  result  of  this  screening  technique  5  cases  were  referred  to 
the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation. 


Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits 
carried  out  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service  during  the  year. 
42,222  visits  were  made,  compared  with  43,459  in  the  previous 
year.  This  does  not  by  any  means  reflect  the  amount  of  work 
done  by  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  as  I  know  that  with 
improved  liaison  with  the  Geriatric  Service  more  difficult  cases 
have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home  Nurses  and  it  is 
perhaps  the  quality  of  the  work  rather  than  the  number  of  visits 
which  is  of  paramount  importance.

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Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

Th  is  service  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  from 
the  Marie  Curie  Trust.  During  the  year  only  one  case 
received  a  total  of  8  hours  service.  Difficulties  in  recruitment 
of  suitable  types  of  persons  to  act  as  sitters  continued,  and  the 
Department  would  welcome  enquiries  from  inhabitants  in  the 
Division  who  would  be  willing  to  do  the  work. 


Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained  about 
the  same.  I  feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage 
more  patients  to  make  the  effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist  at  his 
clinic  or  surgery  rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment,  not  - 
only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more  expensive  to  provide 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by  the 
social  contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic.  I  think  that 
many  of  the  old  people  who  are  unfit  to  attend  the  clinic  during 
the  winter  months  could  well  manage  during  the  summer 
months,  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  see  a  trend  in  this  direction. 


Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for 
the  elderly.  The  number  of  households  assisted  during  the 
year  remained  almost  stationary,  while  the  number  of  hours 
expended  rose  by  nearly  3%.  This  is  a  welcome  trend  as  it 
is  felt  that  some  of  the  cases  have  too  few  hours  to  really 
benefit  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  give  maximum  improvement 
to  recipients  in  this  category.

Training  Facilities  for  Mentally  Sub-normal  Patients  : 

Training  facilities  for  the  Division  were  provided  at 
the  Comprehensive  Training  Centre  at  Wombwell.  The 
essential  basic  training  provided  by  the  Junior  Wing  continued 
under  Mrs.  Large.  This  department  continued  to  take  nursery 
children  for  early  toilet  training  and  this  policy  has  been  very 
successful.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  were  in  an  advanced 
stage  to  provide  a  Special  Care  Unit  m  the  grounds  to  cater 
for  some  patients  who  are  at  present  unable  to  attend  the  centre 
and  for  some  who  do  attend  the  centre  but  who  need  the 
special  facilities  that  such  a  unit  could  provide. 

The  impetus  of  contract  work  continued  and  production 
increased.  Most  of  the  work  was  carried  out  for  County 
Supplies  Department  and  this  included  16,400  work-holder 
cases,  1,525  bags  of  firewood,  304  test  tube  racks,  98  art  easles, 
12  playhouse  screens,  24  trucks  on  castors,  992  battledore  bats, 
672  tea  towels,  702  pillow  cases,  200  cot  sheets,  170  pinarettes 
and  numerous  orders  for  Curtains  for  new  schools,  clinics  etc. 

The  Parent  Teachers  Association  continued  to  do 
valuable  work.  Their  Annual  Garden  Party  raised  £40  despite 
a  rainy  day  and  many  members  and  friends  contributed  money 
and  help  to  the  organisation.  The  Adult  Wing  had  a  summer 
outing  to  Bridlington  and  the  Junior  Wing  went  to  Cleethorpes. 
Social  events  such  as  a  social  evening  for  the  adults  and  a 
Christmas  Party  for  the  juniors  were  organised.  Thanks  are 
due  to  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  for  their  financial  help 
in  these  projects  and  also  for  the  help  of  members  in  preparing 
food,  etc.  at  these  events.

Two  females  over  the  age  of  16  years  were  admitted  to 
the  Healey  Croft  Hostel  at  West  Ardsley,  Nr.  Leeds.  This 
is  a  new  hostel  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  adult  sub¬ 
normal  patients.
